This  year's  senior  class  accomplished  two  major 
achievements.  With  class  advisers  Mr.  Richard  Batchelder 
and  Mrs.  Marilyn  Kruger,  the  class  voted  to  hold  a  dinner 
dance  at  the  Holiday  Inn  in  Peabody,  Massachusetts  to 
replace  the  Senior  Reception  traditionally  held  in  the 
school  cafeteria  on  Friday  evening  following  gradua- 
tion.
